Philadelphia,  July  30,  1797. 

SIR, 

I  HAv  E  received  and  attended  to 
your  official  letter  of  the  24th,  and 
your  pi  ivate  one  of  the  25'h  inltant, 
and  (hall  now  reply  to  both. 

Permit  me  to  premife  that  in  any 
diicuiliou  whi  h  has,  or  may  take 
'  place,  between  us,  1  have  not,  nor 
s  fl.ull  1  eonfider  you  in  any  other  than 
"your  official  character,  having  yet  to 
jean)  what  your  pretenlions  ai  eto  con- 
fidence as  an  individual  citizen, Jor  the 
■weight  which  your  opinion  ought  to 
have,  aifuch,  efpeciallyin  the  prefent 
cafe. 

1  think  proper  now  to  obferve,  thaC 
when  I  called  ujion  you  for  an  expla- 
nation of  the  motives  of  the  admimf- 
ti  ation  i.i  making  this  attack  upon  me, 
it  wai  not  with  a  view  to  derive  any 
information  for  myfelf.  I  have  been 
too  long  and  too  well  acquainted  w  ith 
the  policical  conduct,  principles,  and 
views  of  the  adminillration,  not  to 
kajow  what  its  motives  wei.e  in  thac 
refpect  without  any  aid  from  you. 
Indeed,  knowing  what  my  own  con- 

■*  duct  was,  and  what  your  viewt  are, 
of  which  a  leries  of  facts  ?nd  cii  cum 
fiances  leaves  no  doubt  on  my  mind,  I 
had  no  expectation  of  obtaining  from 
you  any  tiling  like  a  candid  anl'wer.
